Miles more than once in my days 
here at WBC to influence me in a 
positive way, I appreciate so 
much his boldness to speak what 
is on his heart, either from the 
Word or in personal testimony.

EDUCATION 


There is an ever-expanding program at 
WBC which is an important part of many 
people's lives* This year* over 1*200 
Christians - an all-time high - partici¬ 
pated in the WBC Biblical Adult Educa¬ 
tion Program, the second largest in the 
United States, Classes were held on vari¬ 
ous nights of the week at 20 centers 
located in six different states {plus 
D . C.) * Five of these centers were new 
this Fall* Seventy-one teachers* includ* 
ing WBC faculty and staff, Capital Bible 
Seminary students* and local pastors, 
devoted one or more evenings every week 
to instruct lay persons in God's Word, 

As it has been in the past * most courses 
were one hour per week (with the excep¬ 
tion of Beginner's New Testament Greek, 
a two-hour course held at the Lanham 
campus). The subjects offered included 
book studies and surveys, doctrinal stud¬ 
ies* and courses in practical Christian 
living* The curriculum this year also 
included three college credit courses for 
those desiring to pursue more advanced 
studies. 
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Keeping up with the Student Council 
this year has resulted in a full schedule of 
activities- Roller skating* party socials* 
musical concerts are only the beginning 
of an interesting and varied program* 
Who's responsible for it all? None other 
than those two dynamos* Gail Clugston 
and Wayne Hussa* and an idea-producing 
president* Tom Harris* 

Of course* all the activity is not 
social* Through Council action* old 
projects have been completed and new 
ones begun* The street hockey fence has 
been installed* the student center has 
been renovated, and the bam has been 
converted into a center for students. 
Concern for spiritual needs is exercised 
regularly through weekly student body 
prayer meetings, directed by Chaplain 
Tim Gregory* A major accomplishment 
for the year was the publication of the 
prayer booklet distributed early in 
December* As you pray* remember that 
the Student Council cares about you* the 
student, and needs to be upheld in prayer 
in all its endeavors*

PROGRAMS 

An additional arm of the Adult 
Education Program reaches into 
the home by mail and by radio, 
providing a less formal learning 
opportunity. The Correspondence 
School, existent for many years, 
continues to open doors of under¬ 
standing through planned 
courses. "Morning Focus," a 
daily Bible study on radio station 
WFSI, is also organized with a 
planned study pattern. Listeners 
receive study guides from the 
Correspondence School upon 
request, 

Separate from the two previous 
programs is the Ladies' Bible 
Study taught by President George 
Miles. On Tuesdays a study is 
conducted at the Lanham cam¬ 
pus; on Thursdays a group meets 
in a private home. Both are 
long-standing studies and enrich 
a number of lives.

FELLOWSHIP 


Student Missions Fellowship is 
the heart of missions on the 
Washington Bible College cam¬ 
pus. Dedicated to the cause of 
missions, SMF seeks to confront 
each student as to his responsibil¬ 
ity in God's total program for 
world missions* This is accom¬ 
plished in four basic ways. First, 
SMF encourages prayer for mis¬ 
sions by offering organized 
prayer bands in which each stu¬ 
dent may participate. Having a 
prayer band for every major divi¬ 
sion of the world, North Amer¬ 
ica, Central America, South 
America, Islands of the Seas, 
Africa, Europe, Middle East, and 
Far East, students are able to 
blanket the world with prayer 
every Thursday evening* Sec¬ 
ondly, SMF provides pertinent 
information concerning the mis¬ 
sion field. This affords the stu¬ 
dent abundant resources to edu¬ 
cate himself to the world of mis¬ 
sions.

Thirdly , SMF attempts to challenge 
each student as to his role in world mis* 
sions by presenting two mission confer¬ 
ences yearly, the Mini-Missionary Con¬ 
ference during the Fall semester and the 
Annual Missionary Conference during the 
Spring semester. Fourthly* SMF provides 
students with the opportunity to become 
actively involved in missions now by their 
giving and their going. 

With a budget of $10,000* SMF has
